"PAPER HAGNATE.

An Unsuccessful Office 
Secker. 

.The basis of Mr. Willian R. 
Hoarst’s place inAmerican public 
life is his ownership .of news- 
papera aod pericdivals. His pres- 
ent hist comprises about thittean, 
and they are located in several of 
the larger cities. Hea owns three 
newspapers in Now York (includ. 
ing one inthe Gorman language, 
the Deutsches Journu!), two in 
Boston, two in-Chicago, ong in 
San Francisco, one in Los Ange- 
les, ona in Atlanta, and two or 
three io minor cities. Mfr. Hearst 
has marked his career as a news. 
paporowner by alwaysbaingic his 
own person the sole owner, sass 
& correspondent in the Oasnrer, 
He never shares hia ownership 


except to the extent of lasving 


halfa dozen shares in the names 
of othar men solely for thepar- 
pose of qualifying the:n ander the 
law as corporation directors. On 
the basis of personal dominance 
of nexspapers, and on the bisis 
of aggregate circntation, Mr. 
Hearst is the leading daily news- 
paper magnate of America. In 
addition to this he is the owner 
of a considerable number of 
magazines including the ¢ ‘vse. 
bolitan, Hearet «tnd Elousekee ps 
iad, Harpers, and some trade 
publications. 

MMe. Hearst's efforts either to 
achieve personal power or tin- 
fluance the course of public 
events have been more often futile 
than successful. There bas hardly 
been a year of Mr. Hearst's ma- 
ture’ lifetime when be has not 
been. credited with being watchfal 
for favourable oppartunity. In 
bis earlier yeats he had sme 
success; but during the past Gf- 


teap years he hasnever sacceed-} h 


ed’ in getting into office, or 
even io achieving any regular 
party nomination In 1910'Mr. 
Hearst ran for L’eutenant- 
Governor of New York, andre- 
ceived only 6036 votes ont 
of s total of 1437,000. Jus: 
now Mr. Hearst is credited with 
anaes yet uoavowed ambition to 
ran for Gavernor of Naw York 
the comiog fall If ba should 
succeed in getting the Democistic 
nowination, tha test jadgment is 
that he would be defeated Inthe 
subsequent election. , 

‘That Mr. Hearst’ should ba so 
generally unsuccessfcl in his 
personal ambition for public 
office, is probably due to a cettsin 
distrast which his grown upin 
the public mind of his stability or 
consistency. 


ALLIED WITH TAMSIANY. 

Just now Mr. Hearst hay a 
certain amount of power in New 
York City. Batin this cas su 
in all previous cases where he 
has ecquired power, be has beea 
able todo so only by remaining 
in the background himself; by 
putting forward apother as his 
candidate, and ty making alli- 
ances with ‘organisationg whicb, 
on other occasions, bis papers 
denounce, and whicb be, prob- 
ably, in bis bear, loathea, Mr. 
Hearat’s present power in New 
York, for example, rests wholly 
on an alliance with the Demce 
cratic organisation known as 
Tammany — an organisation 
which is commonly held up es 
the horrible example of afl that 
is wrong in politics: an organis.- 
tion which Mr. Hearat in bis 
newspapers, on those occasions 
when he is not in alliance with 
it, denounces day in and day out. 

A reasonable hypothesis about 
Mr. Hearst’s personality «ndhis 
relation to the public would tike 
into account cerlsin aspects af 
his early beginnings. He was 
m to wealth (his father was 
one of the early Oslifornia gold- 
mining millionaires and = United 
States Senator). In his ealy 
Years he departed from and flout-

His success with bis firat uaws- 
paper venture wa’ not bs any 
means based alone op these 
physical appeals to the eye, nor 
on sensationalism in the choice 
and treatment of:subjecta, He 
introduced mzoy - innovations 
which are now recognised’ not 
only es legitimate,-bat as a usa- 
ful addition to: the body of 
features which make up. the 
American oewspaper as it now 
exists. He.drafted into rews- 
of 
literary talent which had before 
expressed itself only through 
books and magazines. In tha 
same was he sought and took in 
the best administrative - and 
basiness talent iobe found. He 
raised silaries to & point which 
had not before been thought of 
among newspaper workers. He 
was instantaneous in seizing upon 
and exploiting every new thing 
that promised to make his news- 
Paper more successful. He hes 
always been quick to experiment 
with whatever contained the 
possibility of greater success for 
is publications. In his early 
hewspaper years he was one of 
the first advocates of war with 
Spain; and when that wat came 
on, he exploited the news of it 
with a lavishness thst has set the 
for war-reporting ever 
sincage Bs no .means all of his 
experiments bave been success- 
fal. . 
Io American fifa Mr. Hearst is 
& figure apart. Hardly any 
politician or public man Ieoks 
apon him as s permanent or de- 
pendable supporter, although for 
periods he will throw bimself and 
his newspapers into spectacular 
adherence to one public man or 
another. These adventures in 
lavish support are frequently 
foliowed by equally unrestrained 
denunciation. Itis this variable- 
ness, this inconstsnt whimsic-

Lord Cave’s address on “War 
Crimes and their Pusishment:’ 
at the annual genersl meeting of 
the Grotias Society should stir} 
two very differen: fealings in the 
public, remarks the Timey, First 
of all, it is food for indignation 
that the Leipzig trials were Little 
better then = farce, and that the 
Treaty of Verssilles is almost 
inoperative so faras warcriminals 
are concerned. After the sinkiog 
of the Lusitania and of ten British 
hospital ships and the destraction 
of lifeboats from the Lisadovery 
Castle, the people were assured 
that the day of reckoring for 
Germany would come,.and that 
her sailors and soldiers who had 
violated the ‘long-established 
usages and custoros of modern 
warfare would be brought to jus- 
tice. Yet, up tothe present, in 
only six ont of the sixteen sslect- 
ed cases put forward’ by the Allies 
hava convictions been obtained, 


Tn the sight of all civilized pao- 
ples the acts crmplained of were 
criminal, and if that term be ill- 
defined in internations! law they 
were certainly transgressions of 
the recsognized laws of war as 
they are embodied in such docu- 
ments as the Paris, the Geneva, 
and The Hague Conventions. 
However, as Lord Cave pointed 
out, a law withoat « sanction is 
of little value. Itia always open 
t>.a0 unprincipted nationg to tear 
op treaties and conventions as 
“scraps of paper.” The Allied 
Peoples must regard with disap- 
pointment the attempts of their 
Governments to see that Garman 
war oriminals were punished for 
the barbarities which horrified tbe 
world beyond the pale of the Can- 
trys] Powers.
